The soldiers, are to 
be given a show at from 10 cents to 
25 cents for which people at home 
will pay from $1 to $2.

SILVER NITRATE IS 


BEING DISTRIBUTED 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 17.— The annual 
distribution of silver nitrate, a recog- 
nized preventive for infantile blind- 
ness, is being made by the state board 
of health to all physicians and mid- 
wives in the state, according to law. 
One hundred and twenty 
thousand 
ampules of the solution are 
be ng 
mailed. 
As a measure for saving 


postage, the supply for cities and vil- 
lages Is being sent to their health offi- 
cers, who will make the distribution 
among the. practitioners. 
'Throughout Wisconsin only fourteen 
cases of ophthalmia neonoaorum (in- 
flammation of babies' eyes) was re- 
ported during 1917. In the preceding 
vear there were eleven cases, and the 
»ame number were reported in 191o. 
In all these cases the inflammation 
was recognized In time and the babies 
did not lose their sight. Silver nitrate 
used in the eyes at birth Is considered 
absolute preventative of blindness
